collect, store, analyze, release, and report immunization data.  (Section 10(a) of 188

b) The Registry is accessible only to enrolled users who have completed a user 191 

agreement and are approved by the Department for accesspredefined roles.  192 

Enrolled health providers can submit and obtain immunization information for 193 

patients, including tracking and recall.  Patient information is confidential and 194 

available only to authorized users.  195

c) Data in the Registry may be used only for the following purposes: 197

1) To ensure that necessary immunizations are provided and 199

(Section 20(e) of the Act) Aggregate data from which personal 457 

identifying data has been removed may be released for the purposes of statistical 458 

analysis, research or reporting only after approval by the Department.  Release of 459 

data, including requests by medical or epidemiologic researchers,  will be done in 460 

accordance with the Illinois Health Statistics Act upon submission of a written 461 

request to the Department.

mobile application, or digital platform is not an exact match with information 580 

contained in the Registry or the patient cannot be uniquely identified with a 581 

record in the Registry, portal, mobile application, or digital platform access will 582 

be declined.

any public portal, mobile application, or digital platform.  Only the minimum 589 

information necessary for the intended purpose will be disclosed. The Department 590 

will share the information in a manner that protects the confidentiality of the 591 

protected health information. A person or institution to whom information is 592 

furnished or to whom access to records has been given shall not divulge any part 593 

of the records so as to disclose the identity of the person to whom the information 594 

or record relates. 595
